Annual Fagot Party of the Andover Natural History Society 


Reviews the Part Music 


Has Played in the Life of 


Andover During Last 100 Years 


Seven papers on “Some Early Andover 
Musicians,” reminiscences of church choirs 
and musical students at Phillips Academy 
interspersed with very delightful music by 
Andover’s musicians of today, recalled the 
early days when music played a large part in 
the religious and social life of the community, 
at the annual fagot party of the Andover 
Natural History society held last evening at 
the hospitable home of Mr. and Mrs. George 
T. Eaton on Bartlet street. 

“Evidently no Mendelssohn or Beethoven 
or Wagner or Jenny Lind or Caruso has made 
Andover famous for birth or life or service 
in our historic town. But if we may judge 
the early Andover by what is known so far 
back as the memory of present residents 
recalls, and by its present interest in music, 
there must have been an active helpful 
musical life here,” said Rev. Frederick A. 
Wilson, who planned the evening’s program, 
and read an introductory paper before pre- 
senting the other speakers of the evening. 
His first story was of William Gottliel 
Schauffler a student in the Andover Theologi- 
cal seminary in 1830, and his wonderful flute 
which was sacrificed to pay the expenses of 
his education and was later restored to him 
by his friends. He also mentioned James R. 
Murray, born in Ballardvale in 1841, who 
after serving as a drummer boy in the Civil 
War, taught private pupils, was an instruc- 
tor in the public schools, and played the 
organ in the South Church. He was also a 
prolific composer and four of his books were 
shown at last night’s mesting containing one 
hundred eighty-six tunes of his own composi- 
tion. Some of them with his own words. 

Mr. Wilson also paid the following tribute 
to the late Omar P, Chase, for many years 
president of the Andover Natural History 
society. 

“Tn this meeting of the Natural History 
society we cannot forget the musical taste 
and skill of our late lamented president, 
Omar P, Chase. He was a prominent helper 
in the instrumental music of the town in the 
closing years of the last century. Some of 
you will remember the Orpheus quartette 
which he organized consisting of two sax- 
ophones played by himself and Mr. James 
Kimball, one of his most intimate out-of- 
town friends, and of two cornets played b: 
David S. Lindsay and Mr. Bailey, an out-of- 
town architect. He also organized an or- 
chestra of several pieces, which, at much 
expense, he had incorporated to distinguish 
it from the Andover Band Orchestra led by 
Mr, Arthur Bliss, for many years leader of 
the Andover Band. Mr. Chase’s orchestra 
did much playing for dances and other social 
functions. In the early days of my ministry 
in the Free church, I was much indebted to 

Mr. Chase and members of his orchestra for 
assistance in special evening musical services 
in the church,”

Lilla Abbott of the Hill, Miss Lila Millett 
who lived at the corner of Essex and Brook 
streets, Miss Mary E. Abbott also of Essex 
panes Secreta stat!

Report of Treasury Department Allocates Sum for Andover’s 
Post Office — Congressman Rogers Sends a 
Congratulatory Telegram 


THE TOWN WARRANT 


Appropriations Asked for Water Exten- 
tions — New Streets to Be Accepted 
—War Memorial to Be Discussed 


Articles in the Town Warrant (printed in 
full elsewhere in this issue) which call for 
special appropriations, include: $15,000 for 
improvements of the Playstead; $15,000 for 
alterations and extensions of the water 
system on Lowell street, Florence street and 

Jashington avenue; $5,000 to extend the 
water main on the River road from the 

North School to the Lawrence line; $12,000 
to pay Andover’s share, cooperating with 
State, County and Boston & Maine, in re- 
building the Haverhill street bridge; $2,000 
to install water service in Juliette street; 
$1200 for installing water on Dufton road; 
$3,000 to lay out Magnolia avenue; $12,500 
to buy a 750-gallon pump for the Fire De- 
Bacay $62,500 for a War memorial; 

3,500 to purchase twenty-four acres of land 
on the shore of Haggetts pond; $500 for the 
purpose of reserving certain streets in the 
town for coasting; $500 for a retaining wall 
along the south side of Roger’s brook adjoin- 
ing land of John Stewart; $1200 to prepare 

a zoning plan to be presented for action at 
the next Town meeting. 

_ Other articles which should excite en- 
lightening discussion are the question of ac- 
cepting several new streets including Brechin 
terrace, Juliette street, Dufton road, as well 
as,the Mall in Shawsheen Village offered by 
the American Woolen company. Represen- 
tative town government will come up again 
for discussion this year. The advantages of 
placing the members of the police and fire 
departments under civil service were men- 
tioned in these columns last week. Members 
of the department themselves favor the

In the final repert of the postoffice and 
treasury departments submitted to Congress 
last Saturday, Andover and Framingham 
were added to the list of Massachusetts 
projects with the allocation of $150,000 for 
postoffices in each town, 

The public buildings bill limits the annual 
expenditure to $15,000,000 of which not more 
than $5,000,000 may be spent in any one 
State in one year. Boston’s $8,000,000 post- 
office was omitted from the list of Massa- 
chusetts projects, one reason given by post- 
office experts being because it is in a state 
“having so many otherand smaller projects.” 
Other cities and towns to benefit are Lawrence, 
Brockton, Fall River, Worcester, Haverhill, 
Pittsfield, Gloucester, Springfield, Fitchburg, 
Lowell, Quincy, Taunton, and Framingham,

For the holiday an extra added attraction 
will be presented Monday and Tuesday;

On Wednesday and Thursday there will 
be another double feature programe, a Jack 
London story featuring, Ralph Ince in “The 
Sea Wolf”, and “The Flaming Forest” with 
Antonio Moreno and Renee Adoree, a pro- 
grame par excellence. 

In the matter of Sunday movies the pe- 
titions have been presented to the Hon. 
Board of Selectmen and will be decided at 
a Public Hearing which will be held in the 
near future. 

“My Official Wife,” the melo-dramatic 
picture, which comes to the Colonial Theatre 
on Monday for a run of two days, is the first 
American production to be made by Paul 
Stein, the Austrian director, who was im- 
ported to this country by Warner Bros. and 
who has been hailed as a second Lubitsch. 


The story he has handled deals with Petro- 
grad and Vienna before the war. Helene, 
Countess Orloff, is affianced to Ivan, a Rus- 
sian nobleman, and they have an engage- 
ment to go to a masquerade ball together. 
Ivan, however, has mixed his dates, and he 
finds it more important to his happiness to 
keep an engagement for that evening with 
a notorious demi-mondaine. As a result, 
Helene, who is wearing a peasant costume, 
decides to go to the ball Winnie: 

Her peasant disguise and her distinquished 
beauty take the eye of six roystering young 
nobles, who force her to accompany them 
to a wayside inn. There, is a riotous orgy, 
they cast lots for her, and she is won by a 
Grand Duke’s son, named Alexander. 

She escapes at dawn and at home con- 
fesses her humiliation to her father and Ivan. 
They are furious and Ivan breaks his en- 
gagement. Helene swears revenge upon her 
betrayer, and the sensational story that de- 
velops is full of incident that ranges from the 
road to Siberia, to the gay cafes of Vienna, 
and back through the turmoil of postwar 
Russia. 

Irene Rich, who embarked upon a career 
of playing gay Continental ladies when she 
scored her big success as the erring mother 
in ‘Lady Windermere’s Fan,” has a vividly 
picturesque role as Helene, and she acts it 
up to the hilt. Conway Tearle adds another 
excellent portrait to his long gallery of screen 
heroes, as the gay and festive Alexander. 
Jane Winton is cast as the lady of the half- 
world, who toys with his affections; Gustav 
von Seyffertitz as the Grand Duke; Stuart 


of the roystering noblemen. 

The picture is founded upon Archibald 
Clavering Gunter’s story. which was made 
into a stage play by Charles Blaney. The 
screen version is by Graham Baker. 

Alexander Carr of “Potash and Perl- 
mutter” fame, who seems to have forsaken 
the stage permanently for the screen, will be 
seen locally again next week when his latest 
screen production, “April Fool,” will be the 
feature attraction at the Colonial Theatre 
on Monday. 

Carr, who was a vaudeville and legitimate 
stage comedy star of note before his screen 
debut, seems to have found a broader field 
for his talents in the silent drama. We of 
the great screen audience are pleased with 
his choice, for we may now look forward to 
a visit from him via the celluloid perhaps 
four or five times a year. Formerly, we 
were lucky to attract him once in a like 
period. 

“April Fool,” which is billed as a Chad- 
wick First Division Picture is Zion Meyer's 
adaptation of the play, “April Showers,” by 
Edgar Allan Woolf and Alexander Carr, 
which served as a stage vehicle for the latter 
recently. Those of us who were fortunate 
to see the play on the stage will look forward 
with much hope for the screen version. The 
play itself was a gem, but much that was 
suggested or implied in the stage production 
promises a greater treat in its actual per- 
formance. 

Nat Ross, who directed the production 
for Chadwick Pictures Corporation, has 
chosen a cast of capable and popular players, 
of whom much may be expected. Baby 
Peggy, Pat Moore and Leon Holmes, three 
of the brightest kids of the screen, who 
appear in the earlier episodes, grow up into 
Duane Thompson, Edward Phillips and Ray- 
mond Keane, three juveniles who seem to be 
climbing rapidly toward stardom. Mary 
A'den, who first attained prominence in 
“The Birth of a Nation,” Snitz Edwards, 
who supplied much of the comedy in Fair- 
banks’ “The Thief of Bagdad,” and Nat 
Carr, brother of Alexander, are among the 
others. 


REPERTORY THEATRE 

The popularity of Sir James Barrie's 
plays is so persistent that the mere an- 
nouncement of the production or revival of 
one of his comedies attracts wide attention, 
For the second time this season the Repertory 
Theatre will produce one of the plays by 
this great dramatist. His “Quality Street” 
which will begin a run of two weeks at the 
Repertory Theatre on Monday is filled with 
pathos, fancy and wit, and it has received 
continuous favor since it was first acted 
with Maude Adams in the leading character. 

Quaintness and sentiment are the pre- 
vailing characteristics of “Quality Street.” 
The love story is a pretty one, and it is re- 
lated by the dramatist with an unflagging 
zest for refinement, tenderness and truth, 
The gentle personality of Phoebe ‘I hrossel 
is shown against a background of humble 
domestic life in an English village. Phoebe 
and her sister Susan are demure and loyable 
damsels, and the unfolding of the plot shows 
them in the midst of their own home, the 
period of the play being the time of the 
Napoleonic wars, ‘Thus there is opportunity 
for picturesque scenic effects and for quaint 
old-time costumes.

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Manufacturing as a Life Work 


By Rocer W. BABSON 


Babson Park, Florida, February 18, 1927. 
‘Too many young men take the first good 
job offered without respect to their quali- 
fications. Mistakes in the selection of one’s 
occupation not only handicap one in earning 
a living, but often prevent one from leading 
a happy life. In order to be truly happy 
a man or woman must enjoy his daily work. 
Joy in one’s work makes not only happiness 
but is absolutely essential to success. Hap- 
pinness, efficiency and success the statis- 
tician finds to be synonymous terms. It is 
my aim therefore, to point out in this talk 
some of the qualifications of a successful 
manufacturer. 


Requirements of a Successful 
Manufacturer 

Yo succeed in manufacturing a man must 
have a number of important requirements. 
First of all he must have a natural business 
instinct, knowing both how to buy econ- 
omically and how to merchandise his pro- 
ducts. Many manufacturers have failed 
because they were poor buyers. Many 
more have failed because they were poor 
merchants and did not know how to market 
their wares. A man may make a success 
as a merchant without being a good manu- 
facturer, but a man cannot make a success 
as a manufacturer without being a good 
merchant. To succeed in manufacturing a 
man must be thrifty with intuitive business 
acumen, A manufacturer, however, should 
in addition be a natural mechanic and even 
more or less of a mechanical genius, Henr 
Ford’s success is due to the fact that he is 
a combination of a good merchant and an 


. inventive genius. 


Successful manufacturers must possess 
another quality which is rather rare, name- 
ly — the ability to get on with labor, in- 
spiring labor with a confidence and a desire 
to produce. Men who have ability to hold 
the confidence of their employees not only 
avoid labor difficulties but secure much 
better results through greater efficiency. 

An outstanding example of such a business 
leader is G, F, Johnson, President of the 
Endicott Johnson Shoe Company. To Mr. 
Johnson the happiness and well being of 
his employees is as much a part of his bus- 
iness as the actual manufacturing of shoes. 
He is not afraid to touch shoulders with 
his men and as a result has their absolute 
confidence, Men like Johnson, Charles M,. 
Schwab, “Golden Rule” Nash, and the late 
William M, Wood go a long way toward re- 
storing the soul to large corporations. 

_ To the extent that wage workers believe 
in their employers, waste is eliminated and 
operating costs reduced, Other things being 
equal, a manufacturer unable to get along 
with his employees cannot compete with 
manufacturers who have such ability. This 
condition will be even more important as 
years go on and wage workers become better 
organized, Some of the industrials whose 
stocks are prominently traded in today will 
untimately go to the wall due to the in- 
aplllty of the corporation to get on with 
abor, 

What to Manufacture 

If your son has the requirements and is 
anxious to be a manufacturer it makes 
little difference what line he enters so long 
as the product is something that makes 
people healthier, happier or more prosper- 
ous. I say this because manufacturing lines 
most profitable today are attracting the 
greatest numbers, and, owing to increased 
competition, these lines will be the least 
profitable a few years hence. On the other 
1and, the overcrowded manufacturing lines 
of today are constantly being thinned. ‘Thus 
conditions should constantly improve until 
only a few people remain in the industry 
and these few become prosperous. The 
Wheels of fortune keep turning, Industries 
Which are on top today may be on the 
bottom tomorrow and those that are at 
the bottom today may be on the top to- 
morrow, ‘Therefore, it is much more impor- 
tant to study the boy and ascertain his 
natural abilities than it is to study the 
different industries, 

However, it is important so far as possible 
to get into a “repeat” business, so-called, 
Seek to manufacture something that is “ex- 
pected to wear out and which must con- 
stantly be renewed. The manufacture of 
oil, bread, and electric power are illus- 
trations of “repeat” businesses. The manu- 
lacturers of coffins have constantly to guard 
4gainst over-production, knowing that no 

person will want more than one, 
Work from the Bottom Up 


Whatever manufacturing business your 
boy enters the only way to master that 
business is to take his dinner pail, punch 
the me clock, and work on the machines, 
Phi training has a double value for it not

poration. However, after working for a 
while with the small concern it might be 
well to seek employment with the large 
corporation because the large corporation 
often has special machines, equipment, and 
economies which it is difficult for the small 
concern to possess. But above all, as men- 
tioned in the preceding talk, connect your 
boy with a man who has vision and a soul, 
for such a man must succeed. 


Manufacturing and Finances 


Every manufacturer requires capital. If 
he has not capital of his own, he should try 
to raise it elsewhere either through partner- 
ship or selling stock. Borrowing money for 
plant investment is very dangerous unless 
the loan is made to cover a long number of 
years, and such loans are hard to get. A 
merchant who turns over his stock three 
or four times a year can afford to borrow 
OnE for short terms. Quick turn-overs 
are the best business insurance the manu- 
facturer can carry. Money should be bor- 
rowed only to buy raw materials and pay 
for the labor of converting these raw mater- 
ials into finished products. Too many manu- 
facturers are today handicapped with too 
great indebtedness. 1927 should be the 
year to get out of debt. 


Manufacturing Companies as 
Investments 


In selecting manufacturing companies for 
investment the following points should be 
fulfilled. First, the company should supply 
a staple product the demand for which is 
increasing; second, owing to patents, size, 
trade names or other reasons the company 
should have somewhat of a monopoly; 
third, the company should be operated by 
men of the highest character and soundly 
financed. All manufacturing companies are 
very dependent on management. The pub- 
lic utility has an absolute monopoly and a 
railroad has a practical monopoly. Although 
the prosperity of public utilities and rail- 
roads is ultimately related to management, 
yet these natural monopolies continue to 
get on and usually make a profit even under 
oor management. The average manu- 
acturing company, however, under poor 
management would soon go into bankruptcy. 

There are many good industrial companies 
having conservative but progressive man- 
agement and a strong financial structure. 
However, I would just like to mention these 
three companies which are manufacturing 
useful products, namely, electrical machin- 
ery, steel, and automobiles. The first, 
General Electric Company, enjoys a certain 
monopoly from its patents; the second, the 
U. S. Steel Corporation onions a certain 
monopoly from its size; and the third, the 
'General Motors Company enjoys a certain 
monopoly from the names, Cadillac, Buick, 
Chevrolet, etc. All three companies are 
supplying staple products the demand for 
which is constantly increasing. 

Business, as indicated by the Babson- 
chart, now stands at 8 per cent above normal,

The Way of the Sperm Whaler 


The romance of whaling, the hard work, 
the adventure, and the fait were vividly 
pictured by Robert Cushman Murphy, 
Assistant Curator of the New York Museum 
of Natural History, when he spoke before a 
large audience in George Washington au- 
ditorium last Friday evening. Mr. Murphy 
has spent fifteen years in out-of-the-way 
places in the world, mostly at sea, and he had 
the privilege of taking a trip to the Islands 
of South Georgia in the South Atlantic in the 
last of the New Bedford square-riggers, the 
whaling being as he expressed it “only a 
sideshow in the field of exploration.” 

The whalers of New Bedford, which once 
had such a tremendous influence on American 
shipping, since they were the training school 
for ships of the line and carried the Stars and 
Stripes into the far places of the earth, are 
now a thing of the past. This industry, which 
throve in spite of manifold perils, reached its 
peak just before the Civil war. At one time 
325 vessels went out from New Bedford 
manned by 10,000 seamen and New Bedford 
was only one of forty such ports. 

The advent of petroleum dealt whaling its 
death blow. Many of the vessels lay idle at 
the wharves, their timbers rotting, until 
finally they were dismantled and their water- 
logged timbers sold for firewood, which, as 
Mr. Murphy said, must have given off in its 
flames “something of the color of tropical 
sunsets, something of the phosphorescence 
of tropical seas, something of the hue of the 
northern lights.” 

At one time the captains were all Ameri- 
cans, and the best blood of the country was 
attracted by the prospect of travel and seeing 
the world. Now, the only whaler is cap- 
tained by a Portuguese with a crew of 
many nationalities. 

Whaling was one of the first examples of 
industrial cooperation, each man getting his 
share of the proceeds from the cargo, whether 
much or little. Sometimes a long voyage was 
made with little profit. At other times when 
the vessel returned with a full cargo, the pro- 
ceeds might be $340,000, of which $40,000 
would go to the captain, and the least portion 
would be $2,000. 

On the 16,000-mile voyage of the Daisy 
May in 1912, of which Mr. Murphy told the 
story, twenty-seven sperm whales were taken 
in the old-fashioned way with hand harpoon 
and lance. The craft was captained by a 
skipper who hailed from Martha’s Vineyard 
and had spent sixty-eight years of his life at 
sea. The remainder of the crew were every 
one of them islandmen drawn from many 

arts of the world, most of them surfmen and 
yoatmen rather than sailors, since the whale 
hunting is done from small boats. 

Mr Murphy graphically described the 
whale hunt starting with the sighting of the 
whale by the lookout, the launching of the 
boats, the actual landing on the whale’s back, 
the casting of the harpoon and the death 
blow with the lance, the arduous task of 
towing the great creature to the ship’s side 
where the spermaceti is bailed out from the 
head and the blubber cut off, tried out and 
stowed away in the hogsheads which had 
originally been packed with provisions and 
supplies when the vessel left the home port. 
Mr. Murphy’s imitation of the peculiar cry 
given by the lookout when the whale is 
sighted and the rendering of one of the songs 
with which the sailors encourage the monot- 
onous work of hoisting the blubber abroad 
by means of the windlasss added a vivid 
touch to the scenes as they passed on the 
screen, 

There were many beautiful pictures of 
sailing vessels, of old ship’s logs with illus- 
trated margins, of the whale hunt, and repro- 
ductions of the paintings by Clifford Ashley 
which hang in the library of New Bedford. 
There were also some interesting pictures of 
scrimshaw work, the only handcraft native 
to America consisting chiefly of beautifully 
carved pastry jaggers made from the tooth 
of a whale and used to put a “crimp around 
the gunwale of a pic.” ; 

Mr. Murphy concluded with a graphic 
account of one day’s adventure in the whale 
hunt when only after a nine-hour battle were 
the hunters able to overcome their prey.

| Board of Public Works Reports Progress 
on Playstead 


An article will appear in the warrant for 
the coming town meeting asking for an 
appropriation of $15,000 to continue the 
work of developing the playstead. A similar 
sum was appropriated last year, and after 
making a careful survey, the work was car- 
ried forward under the direction of the local 
superintendent, the work being done by 
the employees of the Board of Public works. 
By careful management, even more was 
accomplished with the appropriation than 
was at first anticipated. 


Witn the addition of the acre of land 
recently acquired to straighten the boundary 
lines at the easterly corner, the area of 
the Playstead is approximately cight acres, 
The entire drainage system has been in- 
stalled and about three-quarters of the sur- 
face has been graded. A quarter-mile cinder 
track has been laid out and partly construct- 
ed. The two large bleachers, each with a 
seating capacity of about 500 Waabani have 
been moved from their former locations and 
grouped beside the track. 


A report of the progress made, with sug- 
gestions for further development including 
a baseball field, and tennis courts and safer 
approach than that afforded by Whittier 
court, is contained in the following letter 
from Morse & Dickinson, engineers, 11 
Beacon street, Boston, dated December 3, 
and addressed to the Andover Board of 
Public Works. 


Board of Public Works, 

Andover, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

In accordance with your request we sub- 
mit herewith our report of the work which 
has been done under our direction on the 
Andover playstead together with an estimate 
of work remaining to be done in order to 
put the entire area in a condition whereby 
it may be enjoyed by lovers of outdoor 
sports. 

The area of the playstead tract at present 
is approximately seven acres and the straight- 
ening of the boundary lines at the easter} 
corner will add nearly another acre to this 
area. 

Prior to the work of this season less than 
half of the field was available for sports, 
the balance being undrained land, over- 
grown with water grasses and bushes of 
various kinds. 

After examining the premises your en- 
gineers made a careful survey from which 
a complete topographical map was phibatpt 
Studies were made of the soil in order to 
determine its composition and the uses for 
which it was adapted. 

Numerous test holes were sunk to ascer- 
tain the depths and formation of the sub 
stratum and also to secure data for deter- 
mining the location and extent of the nec- 
essary underground drains. 

With this information a drainage system 
was designed to provide for surface as well 
as ground water and a grading plan worked 
up which would permit the use of the desired 
contour at a minimum of expense. 

Specifications and form of contract were 
also prepared as it was expected at first 
that the work would be done by contract. 
It was later decided however by your board 
to handle the construction with your own 
forces and the work therefore was conducted 
in this manner. Credit is due your Super- 
intendent, Mr. Frank Cole, for his efficient and 
economical management. 

The work progressed from July until 
October at which time the limit of the appro- 
priation was reached and it was then nec- 
essary to suspend operations. 

While the grading of the entire field at 
resent is incomplete, more work has actuall 
Reet done than was originally contemplated. 
During the progress of the work it was 
pointed out by your engineers that if the 
general scheme of improvement was followed 
and the whole field graded and seeded at 
this time it would be necessary later to re- 
move large areas of loam and grass in order 
to construct the running track, baseball 
field, tennis courts, etc. It was therefore 
decided by your board to make these several 
units ‘integral with the grading operation 
and thereby save a considerable item of ex- 
pense. r 

A quarter-mile cinder track has been laid 
out on the westerly side of the field and has 
already been partly constructed. The two 
large bleachers, each with a seating capacity 
of about 500 persons have been removed 
from their former locations and grouped 
beside the track. ; 

The entire drainage system has been in- 
stalled and about three quarters of the sur- 
face area of the field has been graded. 

The records show that ther has been ex- 
pended for the work the total of $14967.40 
of which $9070.01 was for labor, teams and 
trucks, $4547. 30 for materials such as 
cinders, gravel, and pipe, and $1350 for 
surveys, designs and engineering services. 

To complete the work which has already 
been undertaken additional funds will be 
needed, and in order that the townspeople 
may obtain variety in their recreation and 
also realize on their initial playground in- 
vestment, your attention is respectfully 
called to the desirability of constructing, in 
addition to the running track and football 
field, a baseball field with bleachers of ade- 
quate seating capacity together with tennis 
courts or other playground units of such 
extent as your board believes advisable. 

With the development of the field, it is 
felt that consideration should be given at 
this time to a suitable approach. Entrance 
now is possible only through Whittier Court, 
a narrow way bordering on private door 
yards and of a width sufficient to permit 
the passage of only one vehicle at a time. 
An extensive ledge outcrop in the vicinity 
precludes its widening. It is therefore sug- 
gested that a new approach be constructed 
across the schoolhouse grounds entering 
from Whittier street at a point about 100 
feet westerly from Whittier Court. A gravel 
surfaced driveway 20 feet in width would 
be sufficient and the grounds between the 
Jackson and Punchard school buildings 
would afford ample parking facilities for 
automobiles.

‘We need space 
in which to get out of city life and be wild — 
not only space for a wild life sanctuary but 
for human beings to be with nature, for the 
play of their imagination, and the expansion 
of their spiritual nature.” So spoke the 
“farmer, teacher, educator, writer, poet, 
preacher, and lover of out-of-doors and father 
of four boys” as he was introduced by Presi- 
dent Myron E, Clark, 

The story which Professor Sharp told, 
concerned the conservation of wild life in the 
wide spaces of Oregon, on land so impreg- 
nated with alkali as to be unfit for agricul- 
ture. The accompanying lantern slides 
showed pictures of the ibis, tern, willet, 
avocet, sage hen, prong-horned deer, elk, and 
many other forms of wild life which were fast 
disappearing but which, with protection, 

yropagate and multiply in great numbers, 
Especially interesting were the pictures of 
the great rocky islands off the coast of 
Oregon which are the nesting place of 
thousands and thousands of birds which 
Professor Sharp visited giving him the sensa- 
tion of having visited the antediluvian and 
primordial world, 

At Mr. Clark’s request, the speaker told 
the story of a great American condor, one of 
the few surviving specimens of its kind, 
raised under the watchful care of Mr, and 
Mrs. Findlay in the San Bernadino moun- 
tains but which finally continued its existence 
in the zoo in New York. It was a dramatic 
ending to the story of a very unusual ex- 
perience

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A Desperate But Futile Remedy 


There seems to be a great deal of 
loose thinking going on in this state in 
regard to compulsory voting. Many are 
urging that a law be passed to check up 
on those who do not go to the polls, in- 
quire as to the reason for their absence, 
and if it is unsatisfactory, the non-voter 
is to be given some penalty. The object 
of this elaborate machinry is to make a 
man vote whether he wants to or not, 
or whether he has any interest or not in 
political affairs. The idea of those 
backing this proposal is to get out a 
quantity vote, a bigger vote. 

It is hard to believe that this can 
solve any of the ills in our body politic, 
although it is gratifying to see that 
some people are beginning at last to 
admit that everything is not what it 
should be in our democracy, and are 
making some effort to try to remedy the 
situation. What we need, however, is 
not merely a bigger vote, but a better 
one; not simply a quantity vote but a 
quality vote. One must cure the cause 
rather than the symptoms of our 
political ills, and this can not be done 
by urging hitherto uninterested persons 
to cast their ballot. Education for a 
better understanding of our common 
problems is the only cure for present 
unsatisfactory conditions and the only 
way to get a more intelligent vote. 

Trying to make people do something 
against their wishes is a desperate but 
futile remedy. Vox popoli can never 
even approach vox dei unless instilled 
with disinterested, patriotic judgment. 

The Proposed War Memorial 

Since the appearance in the Towns- 
man of last week of a news story and 
picture having to do with the proposed 
War Memorial, Andover citizens have 
been doing a good deal of thinking on 
this matter. Article 16 of the Warrant, 
printed elewhere in this issue, puts the 
whole question squarely before the 
voters at Town Meeting next month. 

The most general way in which to 
approach the problem is to determine 
first whether or not we favor a utili-

That most of 
those ideals should be little nearer 
realization because of their great sacri- 
fice is not to the point here. The Towns- 
man believes that Andover is pretentious 
enough to merit and to be able to afford 
a beautiful, non-utilitarian Memorial. 

The present proposal is one which 
deserves the consideration of the majori- 
ty of Andover’s citizens. Its advantages 
have been enumerated fully by the 
Committee in charge and need not be 
elaborated here, ‘The site could not be 
improved upon in this town. On the 
whole it is very pleasing, and those who 
would like to examine a somewhat 
similar setting and arrangement can 
visit the Longfellow Memorial in Cam- 
bridge. If the opinion that the sitting 
position of the bronze figure is unat- 
tractive is quite general, this feature 
could doubtless be altered without 
hurting the appearance of the rest of 
the Memorial. 

The Committee in charge are to be 
commended for the painstaking way 
they have gone about their work. 
Their interest and judgment deserves 
the gratitude of their Townsmen. 


The Federal Post Office Allotment 


A favorable and rather unexpected 
turn of fortune befell Andover when it 
was learned that the final report of the 
postoffice and treasury departments 
which was submitted Congress calls for 
an allotment of $100,000 for a federal 
postoffice for Andover. Although our 
need has been great, it is extremely 
gratifying to learn that our needs have 
received attention.

Hart House String Quartet at Abbot 


The second concert in the Samuel Downs 
course will be given by the Hart House 
String Quartet on Saturday afternoon at 
three o’clock.

The program chosen for the Abbot concert 
is singularly beautiful. The quartet in 
D major of Schubert discloses the composer 
as the perfect melodist. Throughout this 
beautiful work, the themes are pure gold, 
and the modulations unexpected and colorful. 

Malipiero is an Italian composer, born in 
1884, now living in Rome. He shares with 
Casella and Pinsuti the distinction of being 
one of the foremost composers of Italy. 
His music is not outstandingly dissonant — 
at times it seems almost anachronistic. It is 
scholarly and very Italian in its lyrical as- 
pect. 

For the third work, the Hart House 
Quartet has chosen the G major Quartet of 
Beethoven. It is a fortunate choice at this 
time when the world is celebrating the one 
hundredth anniversary of Beethoven’s death; 
it is fortunate, moreover, because the work 
is one of the most popular of all the Beeth- 
oven quartets. 

It is hoped that the music-lovers of An- 
dover will be able to attend this concert as it 
will undoubtedly be an event worthwhile.

Mr. Roth’s Film Course 


A very large audience attended the second 
lecture and moving picture on “Wolfe and 
Montcalm” in the Washington Memorial 
Hall last Wednesday evening. Mr, Roth 
spoke of the good fortune of Phillips Acade- 
my in owning these films in American 
History. He also expressed his appreciation 
to the unknown giver of these films.

November Club Holds Gentlemen’s 
Night 


“Drama as a Social Force ina Democracy” 
was the subject of the lecture given by Dr. 
Louis K. Anspacher, dramatist and actor, 
on the occasion of gentlemen’s night, held 
by the November club on Monday evening. 
Exactly a year ago Dr. Anspacher’s talk on 
“The Mob and the Movies” was so well 
received, that he was invited to return this 
year. 

According to the speaker, drama is the 
most fundamental of all arts, and creates a 
new mood for the soul of man to vibrate in. 
All great drama is contemporary dealing 
with the problems of the time and is often 
full of serious social criticism. To the in- 
fluence of Ibsen’s “ Doll’s House” he ascribes 
in no little measure the wider sphere of 
woman; the woman’s enabling act, her 
rights in property, in her children, her op- 
portunities for acucation; her entrance into 
the learned professions, her right to vote are 
all impacted in that little play. ; 

So Galsworthy’s “Justice” influenced 
prison reform and ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
(which the speaker characterized as more 
successful than ‘Abie’s Irish Rose”) put 
anti-slavery into the hearts of the people 
where more intellectual appeals had failed. 
Many in the audience were surprised to hear 
of the continued popularity of this old play, 
eleven companies in the United States being 
engaged in presenting it at this time. The 
fecling stirred up by Hauptmann’s “T 
Weavers” was so strong that its presentation 
was stopped in New York for fear of a so- 
cialist uprising. 

Drama is the registry of the social force of 
any period. History may give the facts, but 
drama gives the motives. So Shakespeare 
in his plays gives a more vivid picture of the 
England of that time than Green or Froude. 
A dramatist is an abstract and brief chron- 
jcler of the times. 

Drama is a great humanizer and the artist 
aspires to thrill with the same emotions the 
small boy in the gallery and the fine lady in 
an orchestra seat. It is also a social art and 
needs an audience, that audience actually 
collaborating in the production of a play as 
well as those who hold the stage. 

Dr. Anspacher deplored that America is 
the only country that has not a subsidized 
national theatre, and that its productions 
are consequently so largely influenced by box- 
office receipts. But because of this very fact, 
he impressed upon his hearers that the social 
force of drama was dirigible by them, recom- 
mending them to vote early and often at the 
box-office for the kind of play they wanted, 
since they had the absolute power of refer- 
endum and recall, a power for greater than 
censorship. By patronizing bad or vulgar 
art, the public creates bad and vulgar art, 
and by demanding the finer art, they likewise 
create a finer and more beautiful art. 

At the close of the lecture there was an 
opportunity to meet Dr. Anspacher and 
enjoy a social hour.

THOMAS DAVID 

Andover lost one of its best known and 
most highly esteemed citizens, Monday 
evening, when Thomas David passed awa 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Josep 
Blunt, 70 Salem street. Death came in his 
eighty-fifth year after a lingering illness. 

The late Mr. David who had played a 
prominent part in the affairs of the town for 
more than forty years, was the oldest Mason 
in Andover, and the first man to be received 
into that craft in the new Masonic temple 
after its dedication in June, 1890, both 
honors which he warmly cherished, wB 

Born in Arbroath, Scotland in 1842, he 
came to America during the 70's. He first 
settled at Roselle, Illinois, where he started 
a flax mill, but came to Andover a year later. 
He returned to Scotland in 1874, remaining 
abroad until 1881 when he again took up 
residence in Andover which he maintained 
until the time of his death. » 

He was rated highly in the flax manu- 
facturing trade and served for many years as 
an overseer for the Smith & Dove Manu- 
facturing company. He was overseer in the 
plant built by that corporation in 1895, and 
retired from active work in April of 1912, 
He served Andover in a number of capacities’

and for sixteen years rendered valuable 
service as a member of the school committee. 

One of the best known Masons in the state, 
the late Mr. David was letter perfect in his 
ritual and not only served St. Matthew’s 
lodge as a master and past master, but 
rarely missed a meeting during his long term 
of membership in the fraternity. He of- 
ficiated within three years at the past 
master’s night and members of the craft 
journeyed from many cities and towns to 
hear him. 

Andover lodge, 230, I. O. O. F., found in 
him a loyal and faithful member, while the 
Andover Burns club and the Abbott Village 
Coal society, before they went out of exis- 
tence, honored him with offices. Mr. David 
was a member of the Free church and served 
as a deacon for many years. He was formerly 
a member of the West Parish church and 
attended the 100th anniversary celebration 
of that parish last June. 

An outstanding type of citizen, Andover 
found strong and sincere support from his 
hands in every measure that tended to the 
betterment of the community. He had rare 
ability as an elocutionist, and willingly lent 
it at various entertainments throughout the 
town. Especially well liked, and enjoying a 
host of friends and acquaintances, his passing 
is marked with keen regret. 

Besides his daughter, with whom he made 
his home, he is survivied by two grand- 
chile sen and a number of relatives in Scot- 
and. 

Funeral services attended by a large 
number of relatives and friends were held 
from the late home yesterday afternoon, with 
Dr. Frederick A. Wilson and Rey. Alfred 
C. Church officiating. Two favorite hymns, 
“Saved by Grace” and “Abide with Me” 
were sung by Arthur W. Bassett and ‘“Cross- 
ing the Bar” was read by Mr. Church. 

Burial was in West Parish cemetery where 
committal services were held. 

The bearers were John C. Angus, Henry A. 
Bodwell, Monte Z. Whitcomb, Alexander 
Rogers, David May, G. M. R. Holmes. 


A Tribute 


To the Editor of the Townsman, 
Dear Sir: 

Word has just come to me of the death of 
Mr. Thomas David, and I would like to add 
my testimony to what many must be think- 
ing and saying about the fine quality of his 
ife. 

He was preeminently a man of God and for 
many years a faithful servant of the church 
in the capacity of Deacon, yet there was 
nothing of false piety or cant about him. 
Indeed the saving grace of humour was so 
marked a characteristic of his nature that he 
always made the religious life seem attractive 
and wholesome, 

I shall not soon forget his humorous read- 
ing of “The Presentor,” nor his fondness for 
a good story. He had great natural ability 
as a reader and a true dramatic instinct. 
How well his Masonic brethren can testify 
to that. 

Having a strong and independent mind he 
was a man of deep convictions yet showed a 
tolerance for other opinions that was re- 
markable for one of his years. I recall that 
on one occasion the members of the Free 
Church took a secret ballot on a question of 
National policy which I had enthusiastically 
endorsed, The results showed that only one 
negative ballot had been cast, whereupon 
Deacon David came to me and laughingly 
said that he had cast the one opposing vote. 
We were all the better friends for having 
honestly disagreed. 

His jovial laugh, his interesting and 
pungent speech, his strict integrity, his 
sturdy faith, his abounding affection; all 
these will be sorely missed, but let us rejoice 
that “having fought the good fight, having 
finished his course, having kept the faith: 
henceforth there is laid up for him a crown of 
righteousness.”

Editor of the Townsman 
Dear Sir: — 

The enormous sum which the proposed 
War Memorial would cost, seems a pity when 
only a second class work of art, as art is 
understood by artists, could be expected from 
the sculptor in question. Mr. Daniel Chester 
French belongs to the last generation, 
Even in trivial matters, such as dress, we do 
not like the style of last year. 

From a commercial standpoint, and for the 
ordinary tourist, an angel of Mr. French’s is 
sure to give satisfaction — he has similar 
angels in other towns and cities, excellently 
ada dea architecturally, of a highl 
polished and suave technique — sentimental, 
tiresome, tired, yes we know well enough this 
one is going to look tired too — they all do; 
let her rest at night undisturbed by the 
electric lamps called for in the plan. 

If those whose death is to be commem- 
orated could speak, I believe they would say, 
“Abroad we saw many better monuments, 
why didn’t they import one at a fraction of 
the cost from people with centuries of artistic 
achievement behind them or at least employ 
younger blood in this country which is com- 
peting with Europe and doing original work 
of permanent value.” Those men might also 
add, “Are the fruits of our endeavor crushed 
beneath this single object, this useless 
statue, only useless, however, because it is 
not superb! We should have liked our names 
remembered in some material form, but that 
form perfect in its kind as possible — perhaps 
a simple tablet in the Park or in the town 
hall — but where any considerable amount 
of money is Spnesened we would like the boys 
of Andover to have what we ourselves needed 
and wanted more than anything else, a 
School Gymnasium exactly as Mr. Sanborn 
has suggested, and more adequate and 
sanitary school buildings.” 

Next to the schools comes the Park, fine 
trees, open sunny spaces, curiously unattrac- 
tive— perhaps the band stand and the 
bridge should be blown up and the obstruc- 
tive sewer-like ditch, once, I suppose, a 
pretty brook. Its shortcomings would be 
more apparent if one corner of the Park were 
adorned by shrubbery round a War Memo- 


ria . 

Then we criticize the Town Hall, though 
the appearance of the front could be im- 
proved at no great expense even if a large 
new building cannot be erected very soon. 
Then consider the impression that Elm 
Square must have been making on strangers 
until the Public Library was under repair, 
not a single presentable building was to be 
seen. 

If the existence of a truly glorious me- 
morial does ever lure tourists to Andover 
before the public buildings are generally 
improved, for the reputation of our town, 
may they pass out in a southerly direction 
past the buildings of Phillips Academy.

But no difference what the exciting cause of 
hay fever, it is a well established fact that the 
disease is of spasmodic nervous origin and of 
the same class as ordinary asthma. 

Some Exceptional Cases 

“While all cases of asthma and hay-fever 
are alike in that the underlying cause of the 
disease is to be found in the nervous system 
there is sometimes a great difference in re- 
gard to the nature of the symptoms and 
severity of the malady,” continues Mr. Bell.

street and Miss Lucia Merrill of Salem street. 

Mr. Wilson also told the interesting story 
of Miss Abby Carter, who, with her sister, 
were among the first students at the Perkins 
Institution for the blind. At least five per- 
sons present at the meeting claimed her as 
the musical instructor of their youth 

Miss Mary Alice Abbot recalled many 
interesting and amusing incidents of the 
organists and singers at the South church and 
Harry Noyes told of Christ church choir, 
especially of the work of John Batchelder, a 
close personal friend. 

Miss Marion Abbott, herself the organist 
at the West church, read the story of the 
West Church Singing school, an organization 
in which her father, mother, grandfather and 
grandmother were all active, and which is 
preserved in the recently published historical 
manual of the West church. This organiza- 
er flourished between the years 1827 and 
1885. 

The “Reminiscences of the Free Church 
Choir,”’ written by George A. Christie, for 
forty years one of its members, was read by 
Nathan C. Hamblin. This choir has the 
distinction of being the oldest organization 
of the church and the oldest volunteer choir 
in this vicinity, having taken part in the 
church services for eighty years. 

Proffessor Downes, director of music at 
Abbot academy from 1861 to 1907 and also 

a teacher at Bradford academy, was the sub- 
ject of a paper read by Mrs. John C. Angus, 
much of the material for which was contri- 
buted by his niece, Miss Ingalls. Professor 
Downes, in addition to his teaching and 
composing, contributed to the musical life of 
Andover by bringing here many of the best 
musicians of the day, a series of three musi- 
cals being given each year beginning in the 
year 1878. 

Protessor George T. Eaton added to the 
list of Andover musicians by the mention of 
several Phillips academy students including 
Henry Kimball Oliver, the composer of the 
tune known as “Federal Street.”” Master 
Ichabod Johnson of the Class of 1795, John 
Hart, clarinetist and leader of the Salem 
Cadet Band, George Henry Root, of the Class 
of 1858, to whom are ascribed ‘The Battle 
Cry of Freedom” and “Tramp, Tramp, the 
Boys Are Marching,” and John Morrison, 
violinist and tenor who was the condcutor of 
the Andover chorus at the World’s Peace 
Jubilee held in Boston. 

Several piano duets by Mrs. Angusand Miss 
Kate Friskin of Abbot academy enriched the 
evening's program. J. Everett Collins, who 
was expected to contribute a solo, was de- 
tained at home by illness. 

At the conclusion of the program refresh- 
ments were served by the host and hostess to 
their guests, who numbered between fifty 
and sixty.

Christ Church Choir 


About two weeks ago Mr. Wilson asked 
me to give a short and informal talk on 
“Andover Musicians” connected with the 
Christ Church, and especially a brief history 
of the music under the direction of Mr, John 
Bachelder. 

In the Parish House of Christ Church 
hangs a wonderful oil painting of Mr. John 
Bachelder, which was painted from life by 
our fellow townsman and noted artist, Mr. 
Winthrop Peirce, which was purchased by 
the congregation and presented to the 
Church, 

When the present edifice was erected in 
1886, Mr. Bachelder was selected from a 
large number of candidates to fill the position 
of organist, and he and a quartet consisting 
of Miss Helen Burnham, soprano; Mrs. 
George A. Tyler, alto; Arthur White, tenor; 
and George A. Tyler, bass; all soloists of 
unusual ability, furnished the music until 
the latter part of 1892 when Mr. Bachelder 
resigned and went to Newton. 

Shortly after a new quartet was formed 
consisting of Miss Abbie Eaton, soprano; 
Miss Lucia Merrill, alto; Arthur Lord, tenor; 
and Fred Plummer, bass; all soloists of high 
caliber. Albert I. Couch, who is now or 
ganist at the Lawrence Street Church, Law- 
rence, served as organist for two years, 
The first year he played for the quartet and 
the second year for a vested male choir 
which was trained by Mr. Bachelder who 
came from Newton during the week 

In 1895 Mr, Couch resigned as organist 
and a number of singers took part from time 
to time. Edward Fesenden, Ballardvale, 
served as organist, A little later a quartet 
consisting of Miss Agnes Spinney, soprano; 
Miss Ada Sanborn, alto; Albert Stevens and

the writer, with Mr. Whitham of Lawrence 
as organist, furnished the music until 1898 
when Mr. Bachelder returned and brought 
out a male vested choir of about forty voices. 

Mr. Bachelder was of a modest and re- 
tiring disposition, but a great reader of 
human nature, and possessed remarkable 
musical ability. He gathered about him a 
large number of singers, some of whom have 
achieved great results. 

While I shall not attempt to name the 
personnel of the choir, I will mention one 
name only, J. Everett Collins. Mr. Bach- 
elder laid the foundation for his success, but 
if Mr. Collins had not possessed unusual 
musical ability, he could not, even with Mr. 
Bachelder’s training, have attained his 
present fame and popularity. 

Mr. Bachelder continued with his choir a 
number of years, but died in 1909. His 
death was a great blow to the choir and 
congregation, as he was extremely popular 
and beloved by all who knew him. The 
Sunday following his death, funeral services 
were held in Christ Church which was filled 
to overflowing. His choir under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Joseph Wilkinson, present 
organist of Trinity Church, Lawrence, 
rendered his favorite piece, “Lead Kindly 
Light” in the most impressive manner. He 
has passed to the “Great Beyond,” but his 
memory still lives, 

In 1910 Mr. Titcomb from Boston took 
charge of the choir, and produced excellent 
results, considering the fact that many men 
who had been associated with the choir for 
years, resigned when Mr. Bachelder died. 

Mr. Titcomb was succeeded by Mr. 
Michelson, who conducted the music for 
two or three years. 

Mr. Blanchard Ralph our fellow towns- 
man and member of the choir acted as 
organist for about one year, and then went to 
California. 

Mr. Ralph was succeeded by Miss Ethel 
Humphreys as organist, and Mr, Redmond 
of North Andover acted as choir master. 
The arrangement proving unsatisfactory, 
Mr. Redmond left at the end of the year, and 
Miss Humphreys continued alone, until such 
time as the Choir committee could find a 
regular organist. 

She was succeeded by Mr. Gordon Brown 
in November 1921, whose very successful 
work is outside the limits of a paper on 
“Barly Andover musicians.” 

Eighty Years a Volunteer Choir and 

Renewing its Strength’ Like the Eagle 


By Forty Years a Member 


‘Sing unto the Lord a new song for he hath done 
marvelous things;" 

**Makea joyful noise unto the Lord; with trumpets 
and sound of cornet make a joyful noise before the 
Lord, the King.” 

**Make a joyful noise unto the Lord all ye lands,” 
**Serve the Lord with gladness; 

“Enter into his courts with praise.” 

Kighty years ago a band of forty-four de- 
termined men and women with a principle 
at stake ‘came out from among them” in 
protest against the ulcer of human slavery 
which was eating at the vitals of the nation. 
It was a bold thing to do. They were abused, 
scorned and ostracized but they held to their 
principle that all men should be free. That 

srinciple triumphed, but only at the cost of 
annie of thousands of brave men and 
that greatest of all Americans, Abraham 
Lincoln, the anniversary of whose birth has 
just been celebrated. 

These founders of the New Free Church 
followed the advice of the sweet singer of 
Israel. They entered into his courts with 
praise, served the Lord with gladness and 
made a joyful noise before the Lord, the 
King. The first organization to be formed 
was the Free Church Singing Choir which 
began in 1846 and from the articles of the 
constitution we learn that “the objects of the 
Free Christian Singing Choir shall be to 
promote an acquaintance with each other 
and for mutual improvement in the service 
of singing” — two worthy objects. 

It was small wonder that one of the ob- 
jects of the Free Church Singing Choir 
should be acquaintance of each other. They 
had first organized a church and with a 


perfect acquaintance the task of mutual im- 
yrovement in singing would be much easier. 
larmony was the goal in 1847 and harmony 

is still the goal in 1927. 

These pioneers of Free Church music 
builded better than they knew. It is a far 
cry from the psaltry and viol of 1846 to the 
vestments, anthem’ and organ of 1927 but 
their worship of God was possibly more 
devout than their successors of eighty years 
afterwards, 

What they did they did wholeheartedly 
and having promised to fulfill their parts in 
the church service they saw to it that noth- 
ing else interfered, They builded better 
than they knew because it is extremely 
doubtful if any one of these original choristers 
dreamed that the volunteer organization 
which they began would continue unbroken 
down through these generations. It is a 
glorious record of eighty years by faithful 
souls of which any church may well be proud, 

The Free Church Choir is not only the 
oldest organization of the church but it is 
probably the only volunteer choir in this 
section of the State, which has a continuous 
existence of eighty years, From the original 
record book of the choir we read “ January 
28th, 1847, annual meeting of the Free 
Christian Singing Choir at Stephen Dins- 
more’; business as follows, choice of presi- 
dent, Mr, E. Everson re-elected; vice presi- 
dent, Stephen Dinsmore; clerk, Otis EF 
Stevens. Voted that Jonas Holt be invited 
to play the viol for the next year; voted 


that Miss Gates lead the trebles for the 
coming year; voted that Mrs. Thomson 
Abbott lead the altos; voted also that the 
, leader on each part choose the next singers 
through. Voted that the annual meeting be 
adjourned until the last Tuesday in Jan- 
uary 1848.” 

It was not a pretentious body and num- 
bered thirteen. They were, Ephraim Ever- 
son, H. Emerson, tenors; Miss M. Gates, 
Miss A. E. Dinsmore, trebles; Mrs. Thomp- 
son Abbott, Miss M. Hill, Miss Isabella 
Dove, altos; C. P. Stackpole, W. S. Ramsay, 
F, Stevens, Timothy Abbott, L. Shattuck and 
T. Eaton, basses. Thirteen proved to be a 
lucky number for not only did all members of 
the choir survive the year but they laid the 
foundation for eighty years of success as a 
volunteer body. 


One of the rules of the Free Church singing 
choir adopted in 1853 and in force today was 
that “the government of this choir shall be 
vested in a president, vice president and 
clerk and that the president shall preside at 
all meetings of the choir and act as chorister 
to direct the music, its style and performance, 
and obedience shall be paid him in his 
capacity.” 

Preference was shown by the leaders of 
parts as to who should sit next them and this, 
perhaps in a less marked degree, prevails. 
Article 4 of the constitution states, “the 
leaders of the parts to be chosen annually by 
ballot or nomination. ‘They also to choose 
the member next to them if desirable, or 
choose a committee to seat the choir.” 
Whether the word desirable refers to the 
singers or whether it was desirable on the 
part of leader to make the choice is open to 
debate. Perhaps the leader, fearful of 
hurting the feelings of the other singers — 
and volunteer singers are just as temper- 
amental as opera stars — adopted the dip- 
lomatic course, or perhaps for the sake of 
harmony, passed the decision over to a 
choosing committee as permitted by the 
constitution. ‘This latter course evidently 
proved the more satisfactory for the records 
state that at the annual meeting in 1853 a 
committee was chosen to seat the choir. 
This plan was again changed in 1855, when 
the leaders were entrusted to seat the mem- 
bers. Ephraim Everson retired as president 
and chorister in that year after serving 
efficiently and faithfully for the first nine 
years of the choir’s existence. 


It is interesting at this period of the 
choir’s existence to note the list of books in 
its library: 15 Psalmisters, 13 Dulcimas, 
10 Carminas, 12 Psaltrys, 12 National 
Psalmistries, 13 Chorals, 15 Temperance 
Melodeans, 24 Hymn Books, total number 
114. It isa pity that some of these had not 
been preserved so that the present-day choir 
might have been able to sing the songs of the 
founders of the choir. 

Four families have figured prominently in 
the history of the Free Church Choir, the 
Poors, the Doves, the Donalds and the 
Findleys in the early and middle periods of 
its existence and the Lindsays with their 
branches in the latter period. In 1850, 
Joseph W. Poor joined the choir and was 
chosen chorister in 1855, a position he held 
until 1875. Mrs. Poor became associated 
with the choir in 1858 and was chosen to lead 
the trebles, and the tenor of Mr. Poor and 
treble of Mrs. Poor were a joy to the congre- 
gation for upwards of a quarter of a century, 

The most noted musician connected with 
the Free Church choir was without doubt 
James R. Murray who was chorister for a 
short time after Mr. Poor gave up the reins. 
That, however, is another story, and is well 
taken care of at this Fagot party. 

Five members of the Dove family were for 
long identified with the choir. From this 
family the church received its first organ. 
There is no record of the date of this gift but 
it was probably about 1853 as at the annual 
meeting of the choir in January, 1854, Miss 
Isabella Dove was appointed organist and 
Miss Mary Abbott of Essex street assistant 
organist. George W. W. Dove as a boy sang 
alto in the choir, afterwards tenor and in his 
later years was a splendid bass. Besides 
being organist, Miss Isabella Dove and her 
sister Clara were lovely soloists, Helen a 
soprano and Mary, later Mrs. Francis Howe 
Tehaioo: an accomplished organist. The 
contribution of the Dove family is one of the 
most notable in the annals of the choir. 

George Dove was for a number of years 
organist in the South Church at a time when 

the mother church and prosperous daughter 
| haa forgotten their family quarrel. His 

great love for music interested four young 
men of the Free Church, Louis Dane, Bill 
Scott, George Christie and Lyall Coulie, who 
every Saturday night repaired to the Dove 
Mansion in Frey Village and formed a male 
quartet, under the skilled guidance of Mr. 
Dove with Miss Marion Dove, accompanist. 
Out of this, the Raymond Male Quartet had 
its beginning and for nearly ten years it sang 
the music for St. Matthew’s Lodge of Masons 
and at many other gatherings. 

At one rehearsal the second bass com- 
plained that he ‘‘couldn’t sing as low as 
that.” “Huh,” said Mr. Dove with a merry 
twinkle in his eye, “that’s not low” and in a 
rich voice “‘ran’’ down the scale to low C, to 
the amazement of the young basso. 

William C. Donald, father of the late Rev. 
E. Winchester Donald, became associated 
with the choir in 1848, and sang bass at a 
time when there was the “usual seat full of 
basses” although tenors averaged “about 
two” just as today. ‘Two of his daughters, 
Fannie, Mrs. Joseph W. Smith, the oldest 
living member of the church, and Mary, Mrs. 
Churchill, sang in the 60’s and 70’s. Deacon 
Donald declared he would sing in the choir 


until he was sixty — just why an age limit 
is not clear — and then retire which he did 
after twenty-five years service. 


The organ in the new church is a memorial 
to Mr. and Mrs. William C. Donald and was 
given in grateful memory of their service to 
the church by their grandchildren at the 
dedication of the new edifice in 1898. 

Of the Findley family, Eliza, Mrs. Walter 
B, Allen, Bella, Mrs. Roach of North An- 
dover, Katherine, the second oldest living 
member of the church, and their brother 
William, a fine tenor singer, contributed 
mightily to the splendid record of the choir, 
The latter’s daughter Mrs. Mary Findley 
Edmands, was for several years a member of 
the soprano section of the choir, and his 
granddaughter, Miss Jean Edmands of the 
Junior choir, and have the distinction of 
being the only three generations in_ the 
history of the choir. Carrie Allen, Mrs. 
Milo H. Gould, daughter of Eliza Allen, was 
for years leading treble in the choir, retiring 
just previous to the 50th anniversary. 

Mrs. Joseph W. Poor in her reminiscences 
of the Free Church fifty years ago, says “C. 
H. A, (Charlotte Helen Abbott), our noted 
Andover Genealogist was a nice alto singer 
in our choir and when her parents left ours 
for the South Church she did not want to 
leave and she tells me that Mr. Poor went 
to her father to urge him to let her stay and 
help us but without avail.” Evidently the 
Abbott house was not to be divided and at 
that time the “ Jews were having no dealings 
with the Samaritans.” For it was the Civil 
War period and slavery was the burning 
question, 


The rehearsals of the early choir were often 
held at members’ houses with Thomas Clark 
providing the sleighs in wintry weather and 
‘were occasions of singing and feasting to 
our heart’s content,” say the records. The 
records also show that the annual picnic was 
an event of importance as witness this entry 
under date of August, 1855: ‘“‘the members 
of the Free Church Choir and invited guests 
to the number of 100, repaired to Mr. Bark- 
er’s Grove and enjoyed a picnic. Rev. Mr. 
Lane was appointed president, George 
Foster Esquire, toastmaster. The day was 
spent in sailing, fishing, pleasant chit-chat, 
etc. etc.” Fishing, sailing, etcetera are 
easily understood but “pleasant chit-chat” 
leaves much to the imagination. 


Other singers who contributed to the 
success and continuity of the choir in the 
seventies and eighties were Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph W. Smart, Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. 
Clark, the former a precentor during a short 
period of reorganization of the choir, Henry 
Goff, Henry Harnden and Nancy Harnden 
(Mrs. B. Holt Farnum of North Andover) 
and Curtis M. Baldwin voted in as a member 
in 1857 and elected clerk in 1859. Two of his 
children Clara and Frank both sang in the 
choir in the eighties and early nineties with 
Miss Martha Goff, daughter of Henry Goff. 


One of the most enthusiastic members of 
the choir and its chorister for a number of 
ears was John W. Bell, the sweetest of tenors. 
Mr. Bell was active in the eighties and early 
nineties. Associated with him was his sister 
Clara, whose superb soprano voice was often 
heard in solo work. At this period the choir 
had a professional director, J. Avison Baker 
who came down from Lowell weekly for 
rehearsals. The writer, who joined the choir 
in 1887, has vivid memories of his first ex- 
perience with Mr. Baker. It was that 
militant of militant hymns, 


“Hark the breaking up of nations 
Gog and Magog to the Fray"’ 


Evidently the bass section was not bellig- 
erent enough to suit the director who noise- 
lessly slipped behind the bass row and 
startled the writer with a sonorous “ Hoopla 
Basses” that still rings in the ear. 


With the coming of Adam S. Lindsay as 
choir master in 1890, the choir attempted 
successfully more pretentious music. Mr. 
Lindsay was a thorough musician and 
interested the children in music who per- 
formed with ability several “ Kinderspiels” 
in the vestry of the old church. Mr. Lind- 
say’s children were all musical and four of 
them Margaret, Mary, George and Robert 
were at different times members of the choir. 

His brother David took up the position of 
chorister in 1893 and members of other 
branches of the Lindsay family, the Scotts, 
Will and Mary, whose sweet voice was heard 
for over thirty years, fifteen as leader of the 
sopranos; the Couttses, Alice, Mary, Will and 
David, and Jean Dundas one of the most 
faithful members the choir ever had over a 
period of twenty-five years were dependables. 

For ten years David Lindsay guided the 
destinies of the choir. The phonograph was 
then in its infancy, records being played from 
cylinders. “Herb” Chase was the possessor 
of one and he “took” the choir one Sunday 
morning before service singing the “Gloria” 
from Mozart’s 12th Mass. History does not 
say that the record was copyrighted although 
the choir sang it well. 

Two events peppened in 1902, the resigna- 
tions of David Lindsay as chorister and 
Miss M. Lizzie Upton of Lowell who for 
twenty years was a devoted worker in church 
although not a member, and organist for a 
like period. She gave of her service freely 
and counted not the cost. The monetary 
consideration surely did not recompense her. 

In the interim before the appointment of 
Edwin G. Booth of Lawrence as organist and 
choirmaster, Miss Annie Smart (Mrs. John 
C. Angus) supplied at the organ in a most 
satisfactory manner. She has long been 
interested in the music of the church and for 
several years had served on the music com- 
mittee. 

The coming of Mr. Booth in the fall of 
1902, marked the beginning of a new era in 
the choir. With a background of many 
years’ experience with choirs he raised the 
music to a higher standard than ever before 
attained. The compositions of Mendel- 
ssohn, Handel, Haydn and the best English 
and American church music writers, grad- 
ually filled the library. 

He gave liberally of his time for advance- 
ment of worshipful music for a period of 
twenty years ending in February, 1924. 

He was succeeded by Gerald F. Frazee of 
Wilmington, whose recent resignation, 
brought to a close three eventful years of 
exceptional success in the history of the Free 
Church Choir. 

Much of the harmony and the success of 
the Free Church Choir has been due to the 
co-operation of its pastors. Several of them 
have been skilled musicians. Rev. Mr. 
Brown was honorary member of the choir in 
1853, and the choir met at his house. It is of 
record that Rey. C, E. Fisher in 1856 pre- 
sented the choir with copies of the “Ply- 
mouth Collection” of Hymn and Tune 
Books. Rev. George F. Wright was deeply 
interested in music and a very fine singer. 

But the greatest achievement by any 
pastor was accomplished by Rev. Dr. Wilson 
who organized the junior choir, which sang 
for the first time on Sunday, October 2, 1910, 
For nearly fifteen years Dr. Wilson de- 
votedly gave of his time to this organization 
from whose ranks many singers have stepped 
into the senior choir, The junior choir is a 
distinct part of the church service and an 
inspiration to the worshippers. ‘To Mrs. 
Wilson must go a generous share of the suc- 
cess of the choir in the last quarter century. 
A rare musician, her influence and judgment 
in what is best in church music have been a 
big factor. 

Eighty years of service, without remun- 
eration, the Free Church may be pardoned if 
it boasts of its volunteer choir, Dr. Cadman 
in answering a question on church music 
said, “Fortunate the church and fortunate 
the minister who has a choirmaster and a 
choir inspired with a desire to give only the 
music that is uplifting.” The Free Church is 
fortunate,
